Mrs. Giolito said they were con- 
tacting the Bureau but would also like any information which the Agency 
might have. A check was made with the Office of Security on the organ- 
ization and its Chairman, Franklin H. Littell. I subsequently called Mrs. 
Giolito back and advised that as previously indicated, the FBI was the 
source for information on any U. S. organization, but that she might 
also want to check with the House Committee on Un-American A ctivitieA. Mrs. 
Giolito seemed to appreciate this and did not press the matter further.
